World Calendar plan is generally 
accepted as the most workable 
proposal of a myriad of such 
plans. 
And it can make the annua: 


switches in the fourth dimension 
brought on by daylight saving time 
look as anemic as the 29th square 
on a non-leap year calendar. 


Maybe that's why the World Cal 


endar plan proposes a transfusion 
for Feb. 29. 


February is one of its eight 30 


day 
months. 
The 
other 
four 


months have 31 days. Leap-year 
day is .added at the end of June's 
30 days and dated as "W" for 
Worldsday, a world holiday in leap 
years. 
• • » 


Other differences in the World 


calendar include: 


Each month has 26 weekdays, 


plus Sundays; each year begins 
on Sunday, Jan. 1, and each 
work year on Monday, Jan. 2; 
the quarters are identical, each 
having 91 days; the calendar is 
stabilized and perpetual, the year 
ending with a 365th day that fol- 
lows Dec. 31 each year, dated 
"W," another world holiday. 
Probably the only people who 


woul<Tobject to" the World Calendar 
plan are calendar makers, who 
would find their yearly business 
turnover sharply cut by the fact 
that the new calendar is perpetual, 
and UN delegates, who would rath- 
er legislate more important busi- 
ness which is less sensible. 


Our present calendar, arranged 


nearly 2,000 years ago by Julius 
Caesar and modified by Pope Gre- 
gory XIII, is considered by most 
experts as about as obsolete for 
mid-twentieth century use as Cae- 
sar's romantic tactics with Cleo- 
patra would be in one of the mod- 
ern convertibles parked along the 
Nile. 
» • • 


The greatest advantage of the 


World Calendar probably twould be 
the conformity of dates and days in 
each year. For example, Dec. 3A 
would always be on a Monday and 
Nov. 24 always on a Friday, 


Thus, you could pick out Sun- 


day on which to he married and 
guarantee yourself in each future 
year a day in which you would 
he free to celebrate—or perhaps 
bemoan—your wedding date. 
* * • 


And, 
while your morning-after 


hangover following New Year's 
eve may leave your brain blank on 
all else, you would always be as- 
sured of knowing the day of the 
week, since New Year's day al- 
ways would fall on Sunday. 


The World Calendar's eight 30- 


day months and four 31-day months 
run in regular sequence of 31, 30, 
30 for each quarter. 
The months 


would be as systematized as a 
yardstick. 


Our present calendar presents 


months that fall into no less than 
28 patterns, weekends into four 
patterns and weekdays which 
vary in number from 24 in a 
normal February to 27 in a 31- 
day month. With the calendar 
revision, businessmen no longer 
would find it difficult to split 
accounting figures into compari- 
sons by months, quarters or 
years, since the corresponding 
periods would be of equal length. 
And besides, I've never been 


able to memorize that "Thirty days 
hath October" business.

European Flood Disaster Toll Now 
ExcedesSOO; Fear Many More Dead 


Holland Worst Hit When 
Dikes Collapse; Water 
Reaches 40 Miles Inland 


AMSTERDAM, The Netherlands—UP)—-Europe's three 


day death toll from floods passed the 800 mark today. Hoi 
land was the worst hit with 394 dead in her most calamitous 
floods since the 15th century. Britain counted 389 dead, Bel 
gium 10 and 10 others died at sea when a trawler went down 


Brave little Holland mus-i 


tered all its strength to meet 
the disaster. Flood waters 
whipped up by 
hurricane 


winds over the 
week-end 


poured over crumbled dikes 
in the sorely-stricken south- 
west area. The waters reached 
40 miles inland. 


Damage in the British Isles, Bel 


gium and the Netherlands ran into 
the millions of dollars. 


Million Homeless 


One sixth of Holland was under 


water. More than a million per- 
sons were homeless in Holland, 
Belgium^and the British Isles. 


The danger to The Netherlands 


remained great. Gale winds which 
combined with abnormally high 
tides to cause the floods continued 
to whip the waters over hundreds 
of miles of sand dunes and connect- 
ing dikes which had held back the 
North Sea for centuries. 


Scores of bodies floated among 


vast seas of debris along Britain's 
Dattered East Coast. Rescue offi- 
cials feared the death toll might 
pass 1,000. On one British Island— 
:iny Cariv'ey at" the mouth of the 
Thames—500 persons were miss- 
ing. 


Troops to Rescue 


A great army of British troops 


and civilians rushed by land and 
sea and air to snatch survivors 
rom possible death in new tides. 
In Holland, where much of the 


country is under sea level, some 
of it as much as 21 feet below, all 
resources were mobilized for the 
battle of the dikes. These are made 
of clay, tree branches, stone and 
asphalt. They have kept back the 
North Sea for centuries, permit- 
ing the Dutch to grow rice crops 
n the exposed bottomland and 
mild prosperous 
cities on sea 


beds. 


To the mounting toll on land was 


added 132 persons drowned in the 
sinking of the ferry Princess Vic- 
oria off Northern Ireland Satur- 
day. 


Belgium Flooded 


The waters poured south into 


Belgium, flooding wide areas of 


'landers and turning the great 
>ort of Antwerp into a city of con- 
usion. Telephones and electric 
ights were knocked out. Ships in 
drydocks were overturned.

THE HAGUE—In a dozen places, Holland's dikes have given way 


Some 1,500 square miles of the most densely populated nation in western 
Europe is under water, and the worst is yet to come. 


The road blocks start at Rotter- 


dam. The last one is just south of 
the town of Dorcrecht. 
After that 


:here isn't any need for more road 
blocks. The road climbs steeply to 
the top of the dike. Beyond that, it 
disappears. 


Ahead Is The Sea 


Ahead, for as far as you can see, 
s a gray wind-whipped sea. Here 
and there, you can make out the 
roofs of houses. Neat rows of pop- 
ar trees, their tops showing above 
he water, bend in the wind. To 
he left, a railroad causeway link- 
ng Holland with Belgium and the 
South shows as a thin line above 
he flood. But the great steel tow- 
ers that carry the power for the 
rains are twisted and settled into 
rotesque positions. 
It will be 


many days before the trains to the 
South are back in operation. 


On the road up and down the 


dike, trucks, carrying dirt and 
ired men, crawl back and forth. 
o far as anyone can tell the thin 


barrier of earth is the only thing 
landing between the water on one 
ide and the miles of low country 
tretching back to Rotterdam on 
he other. 


Stare At Water 


At the end of the road, a small 
'roup of men and women lean 


against the wind and stare out over 
the water. 


In the' faces of the people look- 


ing out over the water, there is 
shock and disbelief. No one here 
has quite realized even yet exactly 
what it is that has happened to 
them. Not even the war, with its 
deliberate flooding of vast land 
areas of Holland brought such de- 
struction. Realization came slowly 
in The Hague, 20 miles to the north 
of the flood area. People there this 
morning talked about the wind, 
and noticed the broken branches 
and a few trees that had been 
blown down. But winds are nothing 
new in Holland, and generally, 
they went about their Sunday rou 
tine as if nothing had happened. 


By early afternoon, the dikes had 


broken at Walcheren and Schou- 
wen, 
at the mouth of the Scheldt. 


Three other serious' breaks had 
come to the south and east of Rot 
terdam. 


2,000 Stranded 


More than 2.000 people were be^ 


lieved to be clinging to the dike 
tops on Schouwen. Signs of troU' 
ble can be seen soon after leaving 
The Hague on the road to the 
South. Truckloads of volunteers are 
moving south into the flood area.

Rockford, as Christian's accom- 
plice in the holdup, Lincoln said he 
was not certain of Garner, but that 
he was "quite sure." 


The two men were identified 


from pictures supplied by White. 


White added that Lincoln made 


the identification of the men short- 
ly after he was robbed Friday at 
11:05 p.m. 


Question Men 


The Ogle county sheriff returned 


yesterday from Chicago after ques 
tioning four men arrested by FBI 
agents and Chicago police in con- 
nection with the early Friday 
morning armed robbery of the 
Dutch Mill tavern, Rockford. 


From the nature of the dairy bar 


robbery, Oregon authorities be- 
lieved that he holdup was staged 
by the same men who took $1,200 
at gunpoint from

tavern. 


Lincoln made the identification 


of the two men on the basis of fleet- 
ing glances at the robbers during 
the holdup, White said.

MUNICH. Germany UP) — The 


death of Fritz Kuhn, once the noisy 
U.S. leader of the Nazi German' 
American bund, was disclosed Sun 
day more than a year after he died 
here in obscurity. 


Otto Gritschneder, Kuhn's former 


lawyer, said in answer to inquiries 
that Kuhn died Dec. 14, 1951, at 
the age of 55. Gritschneder did not 
know the cause of his death. 


Kuhn ended his checkered career 


as a poor chemist, and his death 
was not reported by the news 
papers. 


He made big headlines in the 


1930's, however, when he strutted 
in America in a Storm Trooper's 
uniform and thundered the praise 
of Adolf Hitler. He went to the 
United States from Germany in 
1928, 
was naturalized two years 


later and became national leader 
of the bund in 1936. 


Kuhn was convicted in 1939 by a 


New York jury of stealing bund 
funds and imprisoned. In 1945, he 
was deported to Germany. 


In postwar Germany, he was in 


and out of prison, jailed by both 
American and German authorities 
at different times. Finally a Ger- 
man appellate court whittled down 
a 10-year sentence Handed him by 
a denazification court and freed 
him Feb. 22, 1949. 


Kuhn's widow was in Munich 


when he died, but she is reported 
to be in Mexico now with her 
daughter and a son, Walter, 25, 
who is in the Mexican Army.

ROSEBURG, Ore. <#>—A farmer 


who thought he was'being perse- 
cuted by "law enforcement men" 
died yesterday in a four-hour gun 
battle with 17 policemen. 


The bullet-pierced body of C. D. 


Burgoyne, 4T, was found in his 
three-room farm home near the 
Southern Oregon community of 
Riddle. More than 2,000 rounds of 
pistol and rifle ammunition were 
fired, Sheriff Cal Baird- reported. 


Near the body, Baird said, was 


a notebook in which this entry had 
been written under the date of 
Dec. 31: 


"My resolution for the year 1953 


ia if possible to shoot to kill any 
person or persons that try to mo- 
• lest me for the purpose of injuring 
my mind or body and this.resolu- 
tion is especially written as by acts 
of the past by law enforcement 
men—Damn them to hell." 


Burgoyne recently had been ac- 


cused by neighbors of firing a gun 
in the direction of a child and of 
trying to run a man down with a 
horse. 


The .neighbors had sworn out a 


complain and deputies arrived at 
Burgoyne's home early Sunday to 
arrest him. The gun battle ensued.

"This has.meant, in effect, that 


the United States Navy was re- 
quired to serve as a defensive arm 
of Communist China." 


Truman issued the order on June 


27, 1950, two days after the start 
of fighting in Korea. He directed 
the Seventh Fleet to protect For- 
mosa against Communist invasion 
and to assure that the Nationalists 
did not attack the mainland. The 
explanation was that the order was 
designed to keep the Chinese.Reds 
out of the Korean -War. 


Since 1950, Eisenhower recalled, 


the Reds have entered the war 
and, 
with Russian backing, he 


said, have turned' down every 
peace overture from the United 
Nations.

Not Logical 


"Consequently," E i s e n h o w - 


er said, "There is no longer any 
logic .or sense, in a condition that 
required the United States Navy to 
assume .defensive responsibilities 
on behalf of (he Chinese Commu- 
nists, thus permitting those Com 
munists. with greater impunity, to 
kill our soldiers and those of our 
United Nations allies In Korea. 


"I am, therefore, issuing instruc- 


tions that the Seventh Fleet no 
longer be employed to shield Com- 
munist China. This order implies 
no aggressive intent on our part." 


Eisenhower 
disclosed 
another 


move in the Far Eastern conflict— 


immediate increased attention to 


the development of additional Re- 
public of Korea forces." This was 
in line with his campaign demand 
that Korean troops replace other 
U. N. forces in the front lines as 
soon as possible. 


He said his foreign policy, in 


general, will envision "all peace 
ful methods and devices — except 
breaking faith with our friends. 


Then—in apparent'reference to 


the meetings Presidents Roosevelt 
and Truman attended at Yalta, 
Potsdam and elsewhere—the new 
President declared: 


"We shall never acquiesce in the 


enslavement of any people in order 
to purchase fancied gains for our- 
selves. 


"I shall ask the Congress at a 


later dale to join in an appropriate 
resolution making clear that this 
government recognizes no kind of 
commitment contained in secret 
undertakings of the past with for- 
eign governments 'which permit 
this kind of enslavement." 


Turning to affairs at home, the 


Chief Executive outlined a series 
of projects already started by his 
administration: 


A new federal loyalty and secur- 


ity program, supervised by Atty. 
Gen. Brownell, to protect the gov- 
ernment from "false servants" and 
"to clear the atmosphere of that 
unreasoned suspicion that accepts 
rumor and gossip as substitute for 
evidence." In another apparent dig 
at the Truman regime, Eisenhower 
said an administration which 
leaves its policing to Congress is 
only asking for "disorder and con- 
fusion." 


Studies to straighten out the 


complexities of the defense estab- 
lishment, revamp the tax laws to 
give small business a better break, 
and map legislation to replace the 
farm price support laws which ex- 
pire at the end of 1954. He said the 
present 90 per cent of parity farm 
program will be enforced faithful- 
ly and a new program drafted to 
reduce "governmental interference 
in the farmers' affairs."

Its 'Business' Tone 


Some pretty foolish things are being said about the ap 


parent "business" tone of the Eisenhower cabinet, and it'i 
about time to take another hard look. Especially since a feu 
giddy critics are trying to label it "eight millionaires and 
plumber." 


What are the facts? 
In President Eisenhower's cabinet are four business men 


not eight. In Mr. Truman's there were three at the end, bu 
at one time there were four. 


Run through the list. On the Eisenhower team, Charles 


E. Wilson, defense, head of General Motors; George Hum 
phrey, treasury, manufacturer; Sinclair Weeks, commerce 
Boston business man; Arthur Summerfield, postmaster gen 
eral, automobile dealer and politician. 


Their Truman counterparts for the same four posts, in 
that order: Robert Lovett, Wall Street banker; John Sny 
der, St. Louis banker; Charles Sawyer, Cincinnati business 
man, lawyer and politician; Jesse Donaldson, career govern 
ment official. Summerfield gives the Republican administra 
an edge of one. 


I 
Here's how the other five posts stack up : Agriculture — 
Ike's cabinet, Benson, a farm cooperative specialist; Tru 
man's Brannan, lawyer and career man. Interior— Ike's, Mc- 
Kay, former Oregon governor; Truman's, Chapman, welfare 
expert and career man. Labor— Ike's Durkin, APL official 
Truman's, Tobin, former Massachusetts governor. Attorney 
general— Ike's, Brownell, New York lawyer; Truman's, Mc- 
Granery, former judge and congressman. 


There are other business men in secondary posts in the 


new administration. So were there in the Democratic re- 
gime. 


What the complaints seem to boil down to is that the 


ijien in Mr. Eisenhower's cabinet are too recently associated 
with business. They have no government experience. They 
(Jon't "know their way around Washington."

Yet, fair-minded men realize we must all start some- 


where. Most of the men Franklin D. Roosevelt and Harry 
Truman brought into their governments didn't know their 
way around at one time, either.

MR. EISENHOWER was elected to bring a fresh ap 


proach to several vital national problems. Should he there- 
fore be expected to bring with him exactly the kind of men 
who so recently were voted out of power?

Remember, he has been filling posts that are essentially 


administrative. In searching for competent administrators 
he has come up with one more business man than the Demo- 
.crats had. That hardly sounds revolutionary, nor does it 
suggest the president assumes his victory to be a mandate 
tp put business in the saddle. 


.- It remains to be demonstrated whether lawyers, politi- 
cjans or career government men are better or worse than 
business men as government administrators. Very probably 
ajiy new test will show mixed results, as in the past.

Again, the fair-minded citizens will not likely worry too 


njuch about the origins of these men, or how much money 
they have in the bank. The real measure is what kind of a 
jpb they do, and how they serve the American people.

In the case of President Eisenhower's new cabinet, it 


would seem wise to wait and find out. Two weeks at the helm 
is hardly time enough to tell.

THE DOCTOR SAYS: 


Don't Ignore Coronary Thrombosis Symptoms; 
Prompt Medical Care May Speed Recovery

The most common (but not the 


only) cause of sudden and unex- 
pected death is a heart attack. This 
is most often the result of a clot or 
obstruction occurring in one of the 
blood vessels which supply the 
heart muscle. 


These blood vessels are called 


the coronary arteries, and for this 
reason the terms coronary throm- 
bosis or coronary occlusion are 
commonly used. 


Most of us in or past the middle 


years of life have lost one or more 
dear friends or close relatives 
from this cause. Since it so often 
comes to those who have been 
well and active up to the last mo- 
ment without any noticeable warn- 
ing signs, it is a particularly fright- 
ening disorder. 


We should not, however, let fear 


of coronary thrombosis—or any 
thing else—get the better of us. 
In the first place, many people- 
in fact, most—never have this 
trouble, and in the second place, 
there are a great number who 
have suffered one or more attacks 
of this kind who make remarkable 
recoveries and succeed in resum- 
ing their lives much as before. 


Any living tissue which hfts its 


blood' supply stopped wih die. 
Therefore, that portion of the heart 
which is supplied by a blood vessel 
which is shut off by a clot will 
perish. If the area involved is a 
large one, the heart cannot con- 
tinue, and this is why sudden 
deaths occur. 


If the area is small and the heart

is allowed to rest, two things begin 
to happen. The heart muscle which 
has been killed is replaced gradu- 
ally by strong, scar-like tissue. Al- 
so, other blood vessels begin to 
take over some of the functions of 
the closed-oft coronary artery, so 
that a new blood supply becomes 
established. 


A long period of rest in bed is 


necessary for the victim of a coro- 
nary thrombosis. For best results 
this period of rest must be follow- 
ed by slowly increasing activity— 
also for a long time. If the other 
portions of the coronary arteries 
are in reasonably good condition, 
the heart can make a good recov- 
ery from the damage it has suffer- 
ed. 


RECOVERY IS COMMON 


This is, of course, true particu- 


larly in those who have suffered a 
coronary thrombosis comparatively 
early in life. Of course, careless; 
ness about health or unrestrained 
activity is not justified, but it 
should be 'remembered that many 
victims make splendid recoveries. 


No doubt there are some who 


have suffered an attack of coro- 
nary thrombosis who did not even 
know that they had such an attack. 
But the symptoms are usually se- 
vere enough—consisting of. pain, 
paleness of the skin and weakness 
—so that medical help is obtained 
promptly. 


Expert advice is extremely inv 


portant, for the pain may disap- 
pear in a short time even without 
treatment and give a false sense of 
security. Tragic results have come 
to those who ignored such warning 
signs. 


MOBY OH BRIDGE 


Ignore Finesse; Make a Contract 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


Monday is bridge lesson day, and 


as usual I will discuss bidding ac- 
cording to the point-count method 
so that beginners and average 
players can see how the experts 
bid. Just in case you're not famil- 
iar with the point-count, here it is: 
Count 4 points for each ace in your 
hand; 3 for each king; 2 for each 
queen; 1 for each jack. 


There are 10 points in each suit, 


and 40 points in the entire deck. 
You and your partner usually need 
26 points to make a game; 33 
points for a small slam; 37 for a 
grand slam. 


North can barely muster up a 


free raise to two hearts since he 
has only 7 points in high cards. 
However, he is entitled to count 1 
point extra for the king of his 
partner's bid suit arid 1 point for 
the doubleton in clubs. With a 
count of 9 points, he can afford to 
raise. 


South doesn't count anything for 


his Jack of spades since the bid- 
ding clearly makes that worthless. 
However, South has 16 points in 
high cards in the other suits, 
counts 2 points for his two double- 
tons, and 1 point extra for his 
length in hearts after North has 
raised that suit. 


His 'own count is therefore 19 


points, and his partner's free raise 
promises at least 8 points. The 
combined total is surely more than 
the 26 points usually needed for a 
game. 


South must exercise care in 


playing this hand even though he 
lias enough points to make his 
contract. West begins by leading 
three top spades, and East dis- 
cards a club as South ruffs the 
third round of spades. 


This discard ahculd warn de- 


clarer of his danger. He cannot 
afford to enter dummy with the 
ace of diamonds in order to try the 
club finesse. The finesse would 
lose to West'* king, and West would 
lead another spade, forcing de- 
clarer to ruff and also giving Eaat 
a chance to discard his last club. 


After this sequence of plays, 


South would be unable to make his 
contract. It h* drew trumps, he

would not be able to ruff his two 
small clubs in the dummy. If 
South failed to draw trumps, he 
would not be able to make his ace 
of clubs. 


Declarer makes his contract by 


the simple device of ignoring the 
finesse in clubs. After ruffing the 
third round of spades, South sim- 
ply cashes the ace of clubs and 
gives up a club trick. Now noth- 
ing can prevent declarer from ruff- 
ing his remaining clubs with dum- 
my's high trumps, after which the 
rest is easy.

I don't blame you, because an income of $25,000 a year sounds 
like a million, for not realizing that1 the income tax bite gets deeper as 
the income mounts higher. 


I will tell you what, though. 
I don't mind lending or giving you the $500 and hope it would help 


you in your trouble, I know what 
worry you are suffering and your 
poor wife is such a wonderful girl 
and so loyal and frugal that 
I 


would like to save her a 
little 


sleeplessness if I can. So, I will 
send you are $500 but I want you 
to sign a note for it with interest 
at, say, one per cent so that the 
deal will be strictly businesslike. 
Let us make it a three-year note 
so that I can get it off the books 
in a reasonable time. 


At the end of three years I will 


write you a formal demand for 
the $500, plus interest and you can 
write me a rather insulting letter 
telling me that you have no assets, 
that your salary is barely enough 
to cover your current needs, that 
your insurance is all borrowed up 
and that, anyway, I ought to be 
ashamed to demand my money, a 
man of my income and wealth. 
Lay it on a little because I want to 
be able to show the internal reve- 
nue that I made a conscientious ef- 
fort to collect a "bad" debt but 
failed for no want of sincere har- 
assment. 


Now this will put you into the 


record as a penny ante Elliott 
Roosevelt, but people will realize 
that we had to do this in order to 
redress a disadvantage put upon 
us by a nice guy to get up the 
$500, they will understand that you 
honestly couldn't carry the load, 
they will see that It was a gift of 
friendship and they will applaud 
both of us for finding a way to 
duck the payment of a 100 per cent 
or even a 200 per cent penalty in 
in come taxes of an act of gener- 
osity to ah old friend. 


If I wanted to give $500 to the 


non-sectarian anti-nazi league to 
hire spies to steal documents from 
law-abiding citzensv I

duct that from taxable 
income. 


There are many organizations not 
much better which enjoy the same 
privilege of "deductibility." Yet 
if I want to give $500 to an old 
friend to see him through a crisis 
which might end in a family disas- 
ter, I have to pay the government 
at least as much as I give the 
friend (and 
perhaps 
twice 
as 


much) to make up for the tax de- 
ductions taken by contributors to 
the anti-nazi league for the hire of 
professional thieves. 


But this government, since the 


Roosevelts came in, hasn't set 
much store by the family as an 
institution. You may not realize 
that actually you pay income tax 
on money spent for every morsel 
of food and stitch of clothing which 
you buy for your wife and each of 
your children above the exemption 
of $600 per person per year. 


That is the law. 
And in the official government 


instructions published by the gov- 
ernment printing office it says 


"loans to close relatives" which 
are not paid back "must not be 
listed as deductible losses."

7th Fleet Can Prevent 
Red Invasion of Formosa 


By JAMES MARLOW 


WASHINGTON —W— President 


Eisenhower, reportedly, will tell 
the U.S. Seventh Fleet to let the 
Chinese Nationalists on Formosa 
attack 
the 
Chinese Communist 


mainland. This would not prevent 
the fleet from blocking any at- 
tempt by the Communists to raid 
Formosa. 


Such a White House order to the 


fleet would be official blessing to 
something which has been going 
on anyway for more than a year 
on a small scale: while Chiang 
Kai-Shek's main body of troops is 
on Formosa his forces have been 
making commando-like raids on 
the mainland from 30 islands off 
China's coast. 


Raids Doubtful 


Even with the fleet pulled aside 


it's doubtful Chiang could increase 
the size of such raids for some 
time. His delegate to the United 
Nations, Dr. T. F. Tsaing, says 
large-scale operations against the 
mainland could not be made for 
a year or two, and they could be 
done then only with American 
help. 


On Formosa Chiang has at the 


most 600,000 troops, not all of them 
ready or equipped for a full in- 
vasion of the mainland. He pro- 
bably couldn't attempt it, when 
ready, without U. S. help. 


The unanswered question, even 


with the issuance of a White House 
order to the fleet, is the unpredict- 
able one: How deeply can Chiang 
get involved in fighting the Chinese 
Communists without getting the U. 
S. more deeply involved? 
\ 


Reds Can Worry 


The most immediate effect of 


this reported first get-tough effort 
of the Eisenhower administration 
may be more psychological than 
any thing else. It will give the 
Chinese Communists, who have 
been concentrating their forces and 
attention on Korea, something else 
to worry about.

B. Ridgway has denied as "wholly 
unfounded" press speculation that 
he is fed up with his job as supreme 
Allied commander in Europe and 
will quit. 


"I'have not had in the past any 


such ideas and I do not now have 
them," Ridgway said in a com- 
munique Sunday night from his 
headquarters near Paris. 


Without naming sources, Paris 


newspapers had published a num- 
ber of reports since President Ei- 
senhower's election that Ridgway 
would quit his job and be replaced.
